of everyone to know they will

County Judge Archie Simonton 
in a recall election sparked by 
his courtroom remarks on rape 
Ms 
Krueger. 33. parlayed 
outrage at Simonson’s com­ 
ments linking rape and worn

244 votes and a 35 per cent plu­ 
rality Wednesday. Six Candi­ 
da tea were on the ballot in the 
first judicial recall election in 
Wisconsin history 
Simonson, whose comments 
from the bench in a May 25 ju­ 
venile rape hearing attracted 
national attention and aparked 
a 35,000-signature local recall 
petition drive, received 25 per 
cent with 18,435 votea 
"I'm a little overwhelmed."

Krueger said at an up­

on 
the 
pre­ 
dominantly liberal West Side, 
which proved to be her strong 
hold 
The 
52-yaar-old 
Simonson 
said, "The verdict is in and I 
have no comment other than 
that." 
However,

he had run not against his op 
ponenta but against tlx notion 
he should be recalled for what 
he said 
The judge said his plana for 
the future are indefinite, but in­ 
dicated he would probably not 
try to regain his saat next 
spring 
"If nothing ei>s, I can prac­ 
tice law," he said 
He also said he might consid­ 
er joining a local cttlian's cam 


paign against the tex-for-tale 
business 
"It depends if they ask me or 
not," said Simonson at a local

Krueger refused to at­ 
tribute her victory to her long 
time link with the women's

"The moat important prin­ 
ciple is the right of everyone to 
know they will get a fair trial," 
she said aa the champagne and 
beer flowed at her victory par­

judged on their gender or race 
or any other extraneous fac­ 
tor* ' 
The judge-elect, who fought a 
"special interest" label during 
her feminist-led campaign, said 
ahe waa surprised at the mar­ 
gin of victory in her battle to 
take over Simonson's 831,000 a- 
year job 
Election officials said she will 
be sworn m Sept. 18 to take 
over the remainder of Simon­ 
son s six-year term, which ex­ 
pires in April, 
Ms Krueger, who specializes 
in juvenile law in a downtown 
private practice with her hus­ 
band. Edward, had spent more 
than 115,000 on a heavy media

Simonson spent $400 
during the seme period

(AP) - Bas­ 
ing her campaign on “the right 
of everyone to know they will 
get a fair trial,” attorney 
Moria Krueger defeated Dane 
County Judge Archie Simonson 
in a recall election sparked by 
hie courtroom remarks on rape. 
Me. Krueger, 33, parlayed 
outrage at Simonson's com­ 
ments linking rape and wom­ 
en's revealing clothing into 27,- 
244 votes and a 35 per cent plu­ 
rality Wednesday. Six candi­ 
dates were on the ballot in the 
first judicial recall election in 
Wisconsin history. 
Simonson, whose comments 
from the bench in a May 25 ju­ 
venile rape hearing attracted 
national attention and sparked 
a 35,000-signature local recall 
petition drive, received 25 per 
cent with 18,435 votes. 
“I'm a little overwhelmed,” 
Ms. Krueger said at an up­ 
roarious 
celebration 
at 
a 
friend’s home on the pre­ 
dominantly liberal West Side, 
which proved to be her strong­ 
hold. 
The 
52-year-old 
Simonson 
said, “The verdict is in and I 
have no comment other than 
that” 
However, he repeated his 
steadfast campaign stance that 
he had run not against his op­ 
ponents but against the notion 
he should be recalled for what 
he said. 
The judge said Ms plans for 
the future are indefinite, but in­ 
dicated he would probably not 
try to regain Ma seat next 
spring. 
“If nothing else, I can prac­ 
tice law,” be said. 
He also said he might consid­ 
er joining a local citizen’s cam­ 


paign against the sex-for-sale 
businees. 
“It depends if they ask me or 
not,” said Simonson at a local 
hall after the ballots were 
counted. 
Ms. Krueger refused to at­ 
tribute her victory to her long­ 
time link with the women’s 
movement. 
“The most important prin­ 
ciple is the right of everyone to 
know they will get a fair trial,” 
she said as the champagne and 
beer flowed at her victory par­ 


ty . “They aren’t going to be 
judged on their gender or race 
or any other extraneous fac­ 
tors.” 
The judge-elect, who fought a 
“special interest” label during 
her feminist-led campaign, said 
she was surprised at the mar­ 
gin of victory in her battle to 
take over Simonson’s |3i,000-a- 
year job. 
Election officials said she will 
be sworn in Sept. 18 to take 
over the remainder of Simon­ 
son’s six-year term, which ex­ 
pires in April. 
Ms. Krueger, who specialises 
in juvenile law in a downtown 
private practice with her hus­ 
band, Edward, had spam more 
than 115,000 on a heavy media 
campaign a week before the 
election. Simonson spent 8400 
during the same period. 
The voter turnout was unex­ 
pectedly high, about # per cent 
compared with election offi­ 
cials’ estimates of 28 per cent 
early Wednesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ameri­ 
cans at some future time may 
have to work beyond age 65 to 
qualify for full Social Security 
benefits, if some serious stu­ 
dents of the system have their 
way. 
The mere mention of this pos- 
siblity recently provoked an up­ 
roar, even though there is no 
pending legislation and no pro­ 
posal by President Carter’s ad­ 
ministration for such a change. 
Congress is now working on a 
more pressing problem: how to 
keep the system’s reserves 
from running out in about five 
years. There is no real prospect 
that Congress will permit such 
an outcome, which would mean 
cutting off or reducing benefits. 
Actual drafting of legislation 
to refinance Social Security is 
scheduled to begin in a House 
subcommittee Sept. 12. 
However, while that subcom­ 
mittee and the corresponding 
Senate panel were conducting 
hearings on Carter’s proposals 
to 
provide 
Social 
Security 
funds, they received testimony 
on a wide variety of future 
threats and present inconsist­ 
encies in the huge system that 
collects taxes from more than 
nine out of ten U.S. workers 
and their employers and pays 
benefits to 33.3 million persons 
A major concern is the aging 
trend of the population. By ear­ 
ly in the next century there 
may be one ret red person to 
every two active workers car­ 
rying the tax burden of the sys­ 
tem — instead of the present 
ratio of one retired person to 
every three workers. 
Other problems Congress was 
told it will have to face sooner 
or later included: 
—Eliminating discrimination 
against women. 
—The perennial demand that 
the retired not have their bene­ 
fits reduced because of money 
earned from a job. 
—The advisability of drawing 
a clearer line between needs 
that should be met by Social 
Security and by welfare sys­ 
tems. and financing each ac­ 
cordingly. 
-Deciding how much of a 
worker's income should be re­ 
placed by Social Security and 
how much should be left to 
company and individual pen­ 
sion plans, and how govern 
ment could encourage these. 
—The possiblity of merging 
Social Security with other pub­ 
lic retirement programs, such 
as the Civil Service system for 
government workers 
Little public attention had 
been given to the possiblity of 
raising the standard retirement 
age until Commerce Secretary 
Juanita M Kreps mentioned it, 
as a personal concern, in an in­ 
terview 


Chairman Claude Pepper, D- 
Fla., of the House Committee 
on Aging, fired off a letter say­ 
ing he was shocked and urging 
Mrs. Kreps to “withdraw your 
proposal.” 
She replied she had made no 
proposal, 
the administration 
was considering none and so 
there was nothing to withdraw. 
But, she added, she thinks 
the possibility may have to be 
examined in the future. 
Some nongovernmental wit­ 
nesses did make such proposals 
to the committees. A typical 
one was to add one year to the 
standard retirement age in 1965 
and two more years at five- 
year intervals, bringing the age 
to 68 
Persons still would be able to 
retire at 65, but with a reduced 
benefit, just as they now may 
retire at 62, but with a 20 per 
cent reduction. 
A 
long-standing complaint 
about the treatment of women 
under Social Security stems 
from its provisions affecting a 
dependent spouse — usually the 
wife — who nevertheless has 
worked and paid the payroll 
tax. 
When she retires, she receiv­ 
es either the benefit earned by 
her contributions or half the 
amount of her husband’s bene­ 
fit, whichever is greater, but 
not both Accordingly, in most 
cases, she is no better off than 
if she had never worked and 
never paid the payroll tax, 
since a nonworking wife is en­ 
titled to half the amount of a 
husband's benefit when they 
both retire 
This and other provisions re­ 
lating to women reflect 1930’s 
views that a standard family 
consisted of a working husband 
and a nonworking wife caring 
for children 
But the committees heard 
testimony that this decription 
now fits only 16 per cent of 
American families, that recent 
statistics show 54 per cent of 
all working age women are in 
the labor force, including 44 per 
cent of married women and 29 
per cent of women with chil­ 
dren under six 
Supreme Court decisions dur­ 
ing the past year force some 
change The law provided that 
a wife was automatically a de­ 
pendent, but a husband was not 
entitled to corresponding bene­ 
fits based on a working wife’s 
earnings unless it were proved 
he actually depended on her 
economically. The court held 
this distinction unconstitutional. 
The decision was estimated 
to affect 520,000 men at a cost 
to Social Security of 1515 mil­ 
lion Among other things, it re­ 
quires payment of dependent or 
widower benefits to some men 


who had actually been the main 
support of the family, if their 
employment — for example, by 
the federal government — were 
outside Social Security cov­ 
erage. 


In response, the adminis­ 
tration has proposed estab­ 
lishing a dependency teat appli­ 
cable to both husbands and 
wives. The dependent would be 
the member of the couple who 
had less than half its total in­ 
come in the three years prior 
to retirement, 
disability or 
death. 
In most cases, this 
would be the wife. 
Other provisions cited as un­ 
fair to women include the re­ 
quirement 
that 
a 
divorced 
woman receives benefits on her 
former husband's earnings only 
if the marriage lasted at least 
20 years; that a nonworking 
wife gets no benefits until her 
husband retires, even if he con­ 
tinues working after 65 and 
even if she is older than he; 
that a widow can draw no bene­ 
fits during the years after her 
children are grown and before 
she reaches 60. 
Some have suggested that a 
couple’s income be split evenly, 
without regard to the propor­ 
tion each earned, and that sep­ 
arate Social Security accounts 
be set up for each; that Social 
Security somehow recognize the 
economic value of a house­ 
wife's services; that women be 
given a preference in comput­ 
ing the average wage base for 
benefits because their working 
careers are predictably inter­ 
rupted by child-bearing and 
rearing. 
Under present law, persons 
who retire under Social Secur­ 
ity lose benefits if they earn 
more than a specified amount, 
although they may have any 
amount of investment or other 
unearned income without un­ 
dergoing such a reduction 
This provision is perennially 
under attack in Congress More 
than 200 members have spon 
sored legislation to liberalize or 
eliminate the so-called “retire­ 
ment test." 
But its defenders say the pro­ 
vision is consistent with Social 
Security’s purpose: to insure 
against inability to work, and 
that one who does work should 
expect reduced or eliminated 
benefits 
They also say that eliminat­ 
ing the retirement test would 
cost Social Security $6 billion to 
17 billion annually and that this 
money would be better spent 
improving benefits to those 
needing them most 
The amount of permissible 
earnings is adjusted annually. 
This year it is $3,000 and the 
1976 figure is estimated at

The minimum Social Security 
benefit for a 65-year-old retiree 
this year is $114.30 a month, 
while the maximum is $437.10. 
A worker can qualify for the 
minimum by earning as little 
as $50 a calendar quarter for 
6'* years. 
One result is that by a little 
moonlighting in private employ­ 
ment. a well-paid government 
employe with Civil Service re­ 
tirement rights can qualify for 
a second retirement payment 
from Social Security. 
Although the system at its in­ 
ception was designed to care 
only for workers, it has ex­ 
panded to provide benefits for 
wives, surviving spouses, de­ 
ceased 
workers' 
children 
through college age, dependent 
parents and dependent grand­ 
children. 
Some of those who emphasize 
what they call the welfare as­ 
pects of the system say this 
would justify some use of gen­ 
eral funds Regular federal wel­ 
fare programs are so funded 
One drastic suggestion was to 
restructre the system into two 
layers: a basic subsistence pay­ 
ment paid at least in part from 
general funds and a supple­ 
mentary payment tied directly 
to working life contributions, 
plans 
About 9 million workers, less 
than 10 per cent of the total, 
are still not covered by Social 
Security. Federal government 
employes are the largest single 
uncovered group. 
Civil Service and other gov­ 
ernmental retirement systems 
operate on different principles, 
with 
different 
contribution 
scales 
and 
benefit comput­ 
ations, from those of Social Se­ 
curity. 
There have been proposals 
for merging the various govern­ 
ment-operated retirement plans 
into Social Security to create 
one compatible, better-financed

Tough decisions in vo lved Additional daily record 
in saving Social Security 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ameri­ 
cans at some future time may 
have to work beyond age 66 to 
(purify for full Social Security 
benefits, if some serious stu­ 
dents of the system have their 
way. 
The mere mention of this pos- 
siblity recently provoked an up­ 
roar, even though thaw is no 
pending legislation and no pro­ 
posal by President Carter's ad­ 
ministration for such a change. 
Congress is now working on a 
more pressing problem: how to 
keep the system’s reserves 
from running out in about five 
years. There is no real prospect 
that Congress will permit such 
an outcome, which would mean 
cutting off or reducing benefits. 
Actual drafting of legislation 
to refinance Social Security is 
scheduled to begin in a House 
subcommittee Sept. 12. 
However, while that subcom­ 
mittee and the corresponding 
Senate panel were conducting 
hearings on Carter’s proposals 
to 
provide 
Social 
Security 
funds, they received testimony 
on a wide variety of future 
threats and present inconsist­ 
encies in the huge system that 
collects taxes from more than 
nine out of ten U.S. workers 
and their employers and pays 
benefits to 33.3 million persons. 
A major concern is the aging 
trend of the population. By ear­ 
ly in the next century there 
may be one retired person to 
every two active workers car­ 
rying the tax burden of the sys­ 
tem — instead of the present 
ratio of one retired person to 
every three workers. 
Other problems Congress was 
told it will have to face sooner 
or later included: 
—Eliminating discrimination 
against women. 
—The perennial demand that 
the retired not have their bene­ 
fits reduced because of money 
earned from a job. 
—The advisability of drawing 
a clearer line between needs 
that should be met by Social 
Security and by welfare sys­ 
tems, and financing each ac­ 
cordingly. 
—Deciding how much of a 
worker’s income should be re­ 
placed by Social Security and 
how much should be left to 
company and individual pen­ 
sion plans, and how govern­ 
ment could encourage these. 
—The possibiity of merging 
Social Security with 0010* pub­ 
lic retirement programs, such 
as the Civil Service system for 
government workers. 
Little public attention hid 
been given to the possibiity of 
raising the standard retirement 
age until Commerce Secretary 
Juanita M. Kreps mentioned it, 
as a personal concern, in an in­ 
terview. 


Chairman Claude Pepper, D- 
’ Fla., of the House Committee 
on Aging, fired off a letter say­ 
ing he was shocked and urging 
Mrs. Kreps to “withdraw your 
proposal." 
She replied she had made no 
proposal, 
the administration 
was considering none and so 
there was nothing to withdraw. 
But, she added, she thinks 
the possibility may have to be 
examined in the ftiture. 
Some nongovernmental wit­ 
nesses did make such proposals 
to the committees. A typical 
one was to add one year to the 
standard retirement age in 1966 
and two more years at five- 
year intervals, bringing the age 
to 66. 
Persons still would be able to 
retire at 65, but with a reduced 
benefit, just as they now may 
retire at 62, but with a 20 per 
cent reduction. 
A 
long-standing complaint 
about the treatment of women 
under Social Security stems 
from its provisions affecting a 
dependent spouse — usually the 
wife — who nevertheless has 
worked and paid the payroll 
tax. 
When she retires, she receiv­ 
es either the benefit earned by 
her contributions or half the 
amount of her husband’s bene­ 
fit, whichever is greater, but 
not both. Accordingly, in most 
cases, she is no better off than 
if she had never worked and 
never paid the payroll tax, 
since a nonworking wife is en­ 
titled to half the amount of a 
husband’s benefit when they 
both retire. 
This and other provisions re­ 
lating to women reflect 1990’s 
views that a standard family 
consisted of a working husband 
and a nonworking wife caring 
for children. 


But the committees heard 
testimony that this decription 
now fits only 16 per cent of 
American families, that recent 
statistics show 64 per cent of 
all working-age women are in 
the labor force, including 44 per 
cent of married women and 29 
per cent of women with chil­ 
dren under six. 
Supreme Court decisions dur­ 
ing the past year force some 
change. The law provided that 
a wife was automatically a de­ 
pendent, but a husband was not 
entitled to corresponding bene­ 
fits based on a working wife’s 
earnings unless it were proved 
he actually depended on her 
economically. The court held 
this distinction unconstitutional. 
The decision was estimated 
to affect 520,000. men at a cost 
to Social Security of $515 mil­ 
lion. Among other things, it re­ 
quires payment of dependent or 
widower benefits to some men 


who had actually been the main 
support of the family, if their 
employment — for example, by 
die federal government — were 
outside Social Security cov­ 
erage. 


In response, the adminis­ 
tration has proposed estab­ 
lishing a dependency test appli­ 
cable to both husbands and 
wives. The dependent would be 
the member of the couple who 
had leas than half its total in­ 
come in the three years prior 
to retirement, disability or 
death. 
In most cases, this 
would be the wife. 
Other provisions cited as un­ 
fair to women include the re­ 
quirement 
that a 
divorced 
woman receives benefits on her 
former husband’s earnings only 
if the marriage lasted at least 
20 years;- that a nonworking 
wife gets no benefits until her 
husband retires, even if he con­ 
tinues working after 66 and 
even if she is older than he; 
that a widow can draw no bene­ 
fits during the years after her 
children are grown and before 
she reaches 60. 
Some have suggested that a 
couple’s income be split evenly, 
without regard to the propor­ 
tion each earned, and that sep­ 
arate Social Security accounts 
be set up for each; that Social 
Security somehow recognize the 
economic value of a house­ 
wife’s services; that women be 
given a preference in comput­ 
ing the average wage base for 
benefits because their working 
careers are predictably inter­ 
rupted by child-bearing and 
rearing. 
Under present law, persons 
who retire under Social Secur­ 
ity lose benefits if they earn 
more than a specified amount, 
although they may have any 
amount of investment or other 
unearned income without un­ 
dergoing such a reduction. 
litis provision is perennially 
undo- attack in Congress. More 
than 200 members have spon­ 
sored legislation to liberalize or 
eliminate the so-called “retire­ 
ment test." 
But its defenders say the pro­ 
vision is consistent with Social 
Security’s purpose: to insure 
against inability to work, and 
that one who does work should 
expect reduced or eliminated 
benefits. 
They also say that eliminat­ 
ing the retirement test would 
cost Social Security $6 billion to 
$7 billion annually and that this 
money would be better spent 
improving benefits to those 
needing them most. 
The amount of permissible 
earnings is adjusted annually. 
This year it is $3,000 and the 
1978 figure is estimated at 
$3,240. Above the official level,

Abraham D. Beame and former 
Rep. Bella S. Abzug were sent 
to stinging defeats in a mayor­ 
alty primary of dark horses 
that ended in a near dead heat 
today. 
It was the biggest voter turn­ 
out in New Y ak City primary 
history. 
The 
victors in the most 
crowded Democratic field in 
memory are two moderate-to- 
liberal politicians who were not 
given much chance a few 
months ago and who will face 
each other in a runoff primary 
Sept. 19. 
They are Rep. Edward I. 
Koch, 52, from the Silk Stock­ 
ing district of Manhattan’s East 
Side, and Secretary of State 
Mario Cuomo, 45, who ran at 
the urging and with the active 
support of Democratic Gov. 
Hugh L. Carey. 
Beame, who came in third, is 
the first mayor turned out of 
office since Vincent Impellitteri 
lost to Robert Wagner a quar­ 
ter of a century ago. 
Beame’s term in City Hall 
was marked by New York’s 
gravest financial crisis since 
the Depression. A Securities 
and Exchange Commission re­ 
port released 10 days ago said 
he had concealed the city’s fi­ 
nancial shape while promoting 
sale of its bonds. 
Koch and Cuomo emerged 
from a field of seven candi­ 
dates to face each other in the 
runoff primary because no can­ 
didate received 40 per coit of 
the vote. In fact, no one re­ 
ceived more than 20 per cent. 
With all but 29 of 4,763 pre­ 
cincts counted, Koch was one

ahead 
of 
Cuomo. 
On Nov. 1, the winner will 
face liberal state Sen. Roy M. 
Goodman, who defeated radio 
taft-show host Barry Farber in 
the Republican primary. Far­ 
ber continues as the Con­ 
servative party nominee, while 
Cuomo is on the November bal­ 
lot as the Liberal party’s candi­ 
date. 
The 71-year-old Beame, who 
began his public career in 1946 
and became the city’s 104th 
mayo*, tearfully pledged his 
support to the future mayor, 


“whomever that person may 
be.” 
“I gave this city every ounce 
of my strength and my fullest 
devotion during its most trying 
years of crisis," New York’s 
first Jewish mayor declared. “I 
have not let this city down." 
Defeated last year in a race 
for the U.S. Senate seat now oc­ 
cupied by Daniel Patrick Moy- 
nihan, Mrs. Abzug, 57, said in 
her concession speech, “We’re 
not stopping here."

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U.S. farm population 
down 610,000 in ’76 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation's farm population de­ 
clined another 610,000 persons 
last year, the sharpest per­ 
centage drop this decade, ac­ 
cording to new government fig­ 
ures 
In all, some 8,253,000 persons 
lived on farms in 1976 — an av­ 
erage for the entire year — for 
a decline of 6 9 per cent from 
8.864.000 reported in 1975, the 
Agriculture Department said 
Tuesday. 
Vera J. Banks, a demogra­ 
pher in the department's Eco­ 
nomic Research Service, said, 
however, that changes in Cen­ 
sus Bureau processing and sur­ 
vey procedures accounted for 
about 130,000 of the decline. 
Even so, she told a reporter, 
the adjusted 1976 decline of 
481.000 persons was “ a signifi­ 
cant drop" and is the largest 
on a percentage basis since the 
farm population slipped 5 8 per 
cent from 1969 to 1970. 
“Offhand, I just can't give 
you any good explanation for 
it,” Ms. Banks, who prefers 
that designation, said of the 
sharp decline 
The farm population skid has 
accelerated in recent years 
Since 1974, the average rate of 
loss has been 5 8 per cent, com­ 
pared with an annual average 
loss of 12 per cent from 1970 to 
1974 when it appeared that the 
long-term decline in farm popu­ 
lation was leveling off 
Despite the drop in the num­ 
ber of people actually living on 
farms, the population of rural 
areas — including small towns 
and areas where people simply 
have homes in the countryside 
— has made a resurgence in 
recent years 
From 1970 to 
1975. rural populations overall 
have increased 66 per cent 


compared with a city growth 
rate of 4.1 per cent. Ms Banks 
said. 
The farm population, mean­ 
while, has dropped 15 per cent 
from 9,712,000 in 1970 to the 8,- 
253,000 now reported for last 
year. 


In other words. Ms Banks 
said, about one out of every 26 
Americans had a farm resi­ 
dence in 1976 — some 3.9 per 
cent of the population When

peaked at about 32.5 million in 
1916, about one of every three 
Americans lived on a farm. 


The tarm population declined 
gradually in most years after 
1916 but increased during four 
years of the early 1930s in the

Almost all the insurance so

deemed successful by John But­ 
ler. president of the Municipal 


Issuers Service Corp., which 
represents the insurers, it is

of Missouri-Columbia Extension 
dairy specialist 
At current prices, wheat is a 
good buy 
"Our study showed dairymen 
can save $23 a ton by using grain 
ration that is 50 percent wheat," 
said Ricketts. 
"We figured wheat at Si 70 per 
bushel 
or 
$2 83 
per 
hun­ 
dredweight and figured corn at 
$4 11 per hundredweight " 
In his study Ricketts had one 
ration with 90 per cent corn, 7 
percent soybean oil meal, (me 
percent 
urea, 
1 
percent 
dicaictum phosphate, and 0 43 
percent limestone He compared 
that with another ration of which 
wheat accounted for 50 percent 
of the grain ration, and the com 
proporation was reduced to 46 
percent. 
‘ These rations are not suited 
to every dairy operation, but 
they do demonstrate the cast 
savings of using wheat," said 
Ricketts 
‘in the study, the ration with 
wheat at 50 percent cast $23 per 
ton less than the other ration 
The savings hould be about the 
same the same if you're not 
using urea or non-protein 
nitrogen However, we expect 
the cast to reach 16 10 higher 
withnon-auree rations." 
Ricketts pointed out that soft 
wheat is somewhat lower in 
percent crude protein than hard

A poor job of defoliation will 
reduce yield, seed quality and 
increase immature fibers 
Too 
much chemical

"stick" leaves Too little will 
cause only partial leaf drop 
Defoliation before cotton is 
mature will also reduce yield 
and quality. 
Bolls to be saved must be 
mature 
This is a 
difficult 
decision in Missouri due to cool 
falls 
Mo6t years in Missouri timing 
of defoliant application to the 


entire cotton plant when ex­ 
pectant yield is high, has to be a 
compromise between top crop

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
nation’s farm population de­ 
clined another 610,000 persons 
last year, the sharpest per­ 
centage drop this decade, ac­ 
cording to new government fig­ 
ures. 
In aU, some 8,253,000 persons 
lived on farms in 1676 — an av­ 
erage for the entire year — for 
a decline of 6.9 per cent from 
8.664.000 reported in 197S, the 
Agriculture Department said 
Tuesday. 
Vera J. Banks, a demogra­ 
pher in the department’s Eco­ 
nomic Research Service, said, 
however, that changes hi Cen­ 
sus Bureau processing and sur­ 
vey procedures accounted for 
about 130,000 of the decline. 
Even so, she told a reporter, 
the adjusted 1676 decline of 
461.000 persons was “a signifi­ 
cant drop" and is the largest 
on a percentage basis since the 
farm population slipped 5.8 per 
cent from 1960 to 1970. 
"Offhand, I just can’t give 
you any good explanation for 
it," Ms. Banks, who prefers 
that designation, said of the 
sharp decline. 
The farm population skid has 
accelerated in recent years. 
Since 1974, the average rate of 
lass has been 5.8 per cent, com­ 
pared with an annual average 
loss of 1.2 per cent from 1670 to 
1974 when it appeared that die 
long-term decline in farm popu­ 
lation was leveling off. 
Despite the drop in the num­ 
ber of people actually living on 
farms, the population of rural 
areas — including small towns 
and areas where people simply 
have homes in the countryside 
— has made a resurgence in 
recent years. From 1970 to 
1975, rural populations overall 
have increased 
6 .6 per cent 


compared with a city growth 
rate of 4.1 per cent, Ms. Banks 
said. 
The farm population, mean­ 
while, has dropped 15 per cent 
from 9,712,000 in 1970 to the 8 ,- 
253,000 now reported for last 
year. 


In other words, Ms. Banks 
said, about one out of every 36 
Americans had a farm resi­ 
dence in 1976 — some 3.9 per 
cent of the population. When 
the 
U.S. 
farm 
population 
peaked at about 32.5 million in 
1916, about one of every three 
Americans lived on a farm. 


The farm population declined 
gradually in most years after 
1916 but increased during four 
years of the early 1930s in the 
midst of the nation’s worst eco­ 
nomic depression, rising from 
about 29.4 million persons in 
1930 to 31.2 million in 1933. By 
1936, however, it had dropped 
back to 30.4 million and 20 
years later, in 1956, fell to 18.7 
million. 
According 
to 
the 
latest 
analysis, the South has lost 
farm population most rapidly in 
the 1970s, declining to 2,855,000 
persons in 1976 from 3,754,000 in 
1970, a drop of 23.9 per cent. 
The north central region is 
the largest in terms of farm 
population, averaging 3,800,000 
last year against 4,306,000 in 
1970, a decline of 11.7 per cent. 
States include Ohio, Indiana, Il­ 
linois, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
Iowa, 
Missouri, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Kansas. 
In the West, the farm popu­ 
lation surged against the trend 
of die remainder of the coun­ 
try, increasing 4.8 per cent

LEWISTON, Maine (AP) - 
Keep your long johns handy — 
the Farmers' Almanac says the 
coming winter is going to be a 
bitter one. 
"For 1977-1978, we show an­ 
other rough winter, with cold 
and snow aplenty although not 
as bad as the winter just past," 
says the almanac’s 161st annual 
edition, just off the presses. 
The 
venerable 
publication 
was right on target last year 
when it forecast "a big, bad 
w inter," 
followed 
by 
a 
“scorchingly hot" summer. 
“We predicted it first,” crows 
Almanac editor Ray Geiger. 67, 
who obtains his forecasts from 
Harry K. Buie, a retired as­ 
tronomer and sc hod adminis­ 
trator in Inverness, Fla. 
"He uses a secret formula, 
passed down since the Almanac 
was founded in 1818,” says Gei­ 
ger. "It’s based on sunspots, 
the position of the planets and 
the tidal action of the moon." 
The Almanac has been is­ 
suing forecasts 52 years longer 
than 
the 
National 
Weather 
Service, says Geiger, who rare­ 
ly passes up an opportunity for 
a good-natured jab at the gov­ 
ernment-run bureau. 
"We call them a ‘nonprophet’ 


agency," he says. 
Despite the Almanac’s warn­ 
ing of a cold and snowy winter, 
its long-range prognostications 
offer the prospect of relief from 
extremes of heat and cold. 
The summer of 1978, says 
Geiger, will be "moderate and 
more pleasant. It won’t be 
quite as hot or quite as dry as 
it was this summer." 
And in another year or two 
there will be a mild winter, he 
says. 
In addition to weather infor­ 
mation, this year’s Almanac is 
filled with the usual blend of 
homespun 
homilies, 
one-line 
jokes, inspirational essays and 
recipes, including ones for a 
"concrete" pecan pie and hot 
tuna dogs. 
Geiger's 48-page publication, 
not to be confused with the 185- 
year-old Old Fanners Almanac, 
is sold to banks and other busi­ 
nesses, which distribute it free 
to their customers. Geiger also 
publishes the American Farm 
k Home Almanac.

try to recall the niceties ami 
values of a simpler life that has 
all but disappeared.

NEW YORK (AP) - Though 
municipal bonds in general still 
carry some stigma because of 
New York City’s attempt to re­ 
nege 
on 
repayment 
terms, 
many municipal entities still 
can obtain a Triple-A rating al­ 
most automatically. 
San Diego County’s South 
Bay Irrigation District won that 
rating a couple of weeks ago 
for 622.5 million of water reve­ 
nue bonds. A relatively low 
rate of 5.6778 per cent was ob­ 
tained, resulting in substantial 
savings. 
The simple procedure in­ 
volves the purchase of insur­ 
ance that guarantees purcha­ 
sers they will receive principal 
and interest payments for the 
life of the issue. More than 62 
billion of such bonds have been 
sold since 1974. 
Almost all the insurance so 
far has been issued by two or­ 
ganizations, the Municipal Bond 
Insurance Association, a con­ 
sortium of four insurers, and 
the smaller American Munici­ 
pal Bond Assurance Corp. 
Since the concept is now 
deemed successful by John But­ 
ler. president of the Municipal 


Issuers Service Corp., which 
represents the insurers, it is 
possible more concerns might 
enter the field, and even con­ 
ceivable — though industry 
sources don’t say so — that 
corporate issues might be cov­ 
ered. 
The first such bonds insured 
through Butler’s organization, 
an issue of revenue bonds by 
the Carbondele (HI.) Water and 
Sewer District, were brought 
out in 1974, a high interest peri­ 
od, at 8.655 per cent. 
Said Butler: "Without the in­ 
surance, they might have cost 
the issuer 4 of 1 per cent more 
in interest costs." That is, they 
probably would have carried a 
Single-A or a BBB rating. 
The San Diego irrigation dis­ 
trict bonds represent the big­ 
gest issue protected through the 
service corporation, and per­ 
haps also the biggest saving to 
the issuer. Butler estimates the 
district will save more than 
6500,000. 
While each issue is evaluated 
separately by MISC, it claims 
the savings to the issuers or un­ 
derwriters, whichever pays the 
fee, amount to ty or *4 or a full 


percentage point. 
Cost of the insurance is about 
Vi of 1 per cent on an annua­ 
lized basis, paid in full at the 
time the insurance is pur- 
chased.

Preparation of mechanical 
pickers important factor

This 
year's cotton crop 
promises to be one of the best 
produced during recent years, 
and farmers should make plans 
to harvest the crop with the 
greatest 
passible 
efficiency. 
Getting the mechanical picker 
in shape to do an efficient job of 
harvesting cotton is one of the 
omost important considerations 
along this line, and now is the 
time to get this job done. 
Thousands of dollars can be 
saved by putting the picker in 
good condition for the harvest 
season ahead. Losing just one 
percent efficiencey can mean 
the loass of 82.00-82.50 per acre 
in cotton that will produce a bale 
of cotton per acre. Surveys of 
cotton harvest losses that we 
Extension 
agents 
made 
in 
Stoddard County during two 
recent harvest seasons showed 
that the average harvest loss 
for pickers involved amounted 
to II percent. This amounts to a 
loss of approximately 625.00 per 
acre. In addition, a picker 
breakdown during the rush of 
harvest season can be very 
costly in terms of both time and 
expense. Getting the picker in 
good mechanical condition prior 
to harvest season will do much 
to prevent such lasses. 
A good job of harvesting can 
be done only if all working parts 
of the picker are in good con­ 
dition. A complete overhaul of 
the cotton picker involves many 
specialized 
operations. 
This 
involves the use of special 
equipment 
by 
skilled 
mechanics. Very few farmers 
could 
afford 
either 
ethe 
equipment or the trained per­ 
sonnel to do such a complete 
overhaul. Having a qualified 
dealer to give your picker a 
complete overhaul every year is 
your best assurance of having 
your picker in proper condition. 
A certain amount of adjusting, 
repairing, 
and replacing is 
needed to keep picker spindles, 
doffers, and moistening system 
operating in proper relationship 
to one another. This is an im­ 
portant reason for having your 
machine checked each season 
by properly trained personnel 
who have 
adequate 
shop 
equipment for such a job. This 
yearly overhaul can help (1) 


Maintain high picking ef­ 
ficiency; 
(2) Lower general 
repair costs, a picker break­ 
down during the harvest season 
alone can result in heavy dollar 
losses. 


Now is the time to have your 
dealer overhaul your picker. 
Waiting until harvest asaason is 


here will probably mean that 
this important job will not get 
done this season. With the im­ 
proved outlook for this year’s 
cotton crop, it is tremendously 
important that termers harvest 
their cotton crop with the 
highest possible efficiency and 
with the least possible in­ 
terruption. 
Wheat makes a good 
substitute dairy ration

Wheat is a good substitute 
grain in dairy rations. It’s equal 
to corn and three percent higher 
than milo on an energy basis. 
And it’s one to two-and-a-half 
percent higher in protein than 
corn on a dry matter basis, 
claims Rex Ricketts, University 
of Missouri-Columbia Extension 
dairy specialist. 
At current prices, wheat is a 
good buy. 
"Our study showed dairymen 
can save 623 a ton by using grain 
ration that is 50 percent wheat,” 
said Ricketts. 
"We figured wheat at 81.70 per 
bushel or 82-83 per hun­ 
dredweight and figured corn at 
64.11 per hundredweight." 
In his study Ricketts had one 
ration with 90 per cent corn, 7 
percent soybean oil meal, one 
percent 
urea, 
1 
percent 
dicalcium phosphate, and 0.43 
percent limestone. He compared 
that with another ration of which 
wheat accounted for 50 percent 
of the grain ration, and the corn 
proporation was reduced to 46 
percent. 
“These rations are not suited 
to every dairy operation, but 
they do demonstrate the cost 
savings of using wheat," said 
Ricketts. 
"In the study, the radon with 
wheat at 50 percent cost 623 per 
ton less than the other ratten. 
The savings hould be about the 
same the same if you’re not 
using urea or non-protein 
nitrogen. However, we expect 
the cost to reach 6 6 -1 0 higher 
with non-aurea rations." 
Ricketts pointed out that soft 
wheat is somewhat lower la 
percent crude prolain than herd 


or winter wheat (11.5 versus 13.2 
percent.). 
He 
suggested 
a 
protein test on the wheat to 
make sure of the protein value. 
And he warned dairymen not 
to substitute too much wheat in 
their operation. 
"Wheat can be fed up to 50 
percent in the grain mix when 
the other major grain ingredient 
is corn and when less than 30 
pounds of grain ration are being 
fed per cow,” he said. "If more 
than 30 pounds of grain ration is 
being fed per cow, and the 
predominant other grain is corn, 
then 45 percent maximum wheat 
is recommended. 
"When imilo and wheat are 
fed in combination, a 45 percent 
maximum amount of wheat is 
recom mended. The balance can 
be made up of milo and 
protein." 
Finally, Ricketts recom­ 
mended dairymen 
make a 
gradual change to wheat in their 
rations. 
"No mare that 20-25 percent of 
the first batch should be wheat, 
and the cow should be continued 
at this level for 7-10 day," he 
said. "After that time, an ad­ 
ditional 20 percent can be added, 
and then this can gradually be 
increased to the maximum level 
which you intend to feed 
"Poor intake of dairy rations 
usually results more from the 
change in form than from the 
taste of the product That’s why 
a gradual change is absolutely 
necessary when removed from 
one ingredient to another. 
"It’s also a food Idas to 
analyse your forage and then 
formulate a grain ratten that is 
to most the grsleta, 
snowy, and minerals net sup­ 
plied by your forage program.’1

cotton crop varies greatly from 
field to field this year in growth, 
boll 
load 
and 
m aturity. 
Therefore, in deciding whether 
to (tefoliate cotton, each field 
should 
bo 
considered 
ssnaratoly. 
The benefits derived from 
defoliation will depend on the 
condition of the crop, 
the 
weather a and the main benefit 
desired. 
A good job of chemical 
defoliation aides in mechanical 
picking as permits picking 
eprlier in the day and sooner 
after rains, less leaf strain and 
trash. Bolls open and dry out 
faster and visibility of operation 
is improved. 
Boll rot is reduced and can 
reduce insect damage. 
In fields with low yield 
prospects and where plants are 
short and or natural defoliation 
is taking place, chemical 
defoliation will be of little 
benefit. 
A poor job of defoliation will 
reduce yield, seed quality and 
increase immature fibers. 
Too much chemical will 
"stick" leaves. Too little will 
cause only partial leaf drop. 
Defoliation before cotton is 
mature will also reduce yield 
and quality. 
Bolls to be saved must be 
mature. This is a difficult 
decision in Missouri due to cool 
faUs. 
Most years in Missouri timing 
of defoliant application to the 


entire cotton plant when ex­ 
pectant yield is high, has to be a 
compromise between top crop 
m aturity 
and 
bottom 
deterioration. While wating for 
top bolls to mature the bottom 
bolls may be damaged by boll 
rot or exposed to weathering for 
long 
periods. 
If 
overall 
defoliation wUl recuce top crop 
and have good crop in lower part 
of plant, bottom defoliation 
should be considered. 


A good guide to use is when 
youitfest bolls to be saved are 
mature when they cannot be 
sliced easily with a sharp knife 
or bolls feel firm to thumb 
pressure of seed have lost their 
light color. 


A foil day of clear weather 
after application is desirable. 
Chlorate defoliants need 4 hours 
of fair weather after ap­ 
plication. 
Defoliants should be applied 
at least 1 0 but not more than 2 0 
days before harvest. 
Aerial 
application spray 
volume should be sufficient to 
cover entire plant. Five to 8 
gallons 
of 
spray- 
A 
are 
necessary 
for 
adequate 
coverage. 
The Chlorates work best on 
well mature leaves and are not 
as effective as the phosphates on 
young immature leaves. Do not 
mix chlorates and phosphate 
insecticides. A fire hazard exists 
after drying. 
The Phosphates - Examples, 
Folex and DEF when applied 
properly 
will 
cause good 
defoliation on young as well as 


mature leaves. 
Temperature has about same 
effect on activity of chlorates 
and 
organic 
phosphates. 
Defoliation slows down when 
tem perature 
drops. 
When 
selecting a defoliant consider 
the maturity of cotton as well as 
cost of material. 


Bottom defoliation will be 
beneficial if have heavy bottom 
crop and want to harvest early 
or boll rot is a rpoblem. 
However, 
bottom 
defoliation 
will not always prevent bon rot. 
A heavy canopy above treated 
zone 
may 
keep 
bottom 
defoliated area from drying. If 
boU rot is a problem appUcation 
should be made just before first 
boU opening. Use single pair of 
nozzles in each middle and 
confine spray to bottom 12-15 
inches. Can spray higher if bolls 
are mature. 


In 
preparation 
for 
early 
bottom harvest and boll rot is 
not a problem, wait until 15-20 
per cent of bolls are open and set 
nozzles at 12 to 24 inches to cover 
all foliage in lower 24 inches. 
Use a spray volume of 10 to 15 
gallons per acre. 


Follow bottom defoliation with 
bottom harvesting as soon as 
bolls in treated zone are open. 
Desiccants can be used to 
remove second growth. These 
chemicals kill plants. Cotton 
should be at least 90 per cent 
open before application. Har­ 
vest should be made 3 to 4 days 
after application to avoid gin 
trash in cotton. 
Certified seed, right variety 
keys to big alfalfa yields

There is no longer any 
guesswork about how to grow 
big yields of alfalfa, the queen of 
all forage crops. We know the 
varieties that are well adapted 
in 
the 
state, 
fertility 
requirem ents, and how to 
control

weevil. 
Advances have been made in 
how to establish stands, manage 
them for long life, and in har­ 
vesting and storing to preserve 
quality. A few termers in the 
Sikes ton area have fields that 
annually produce over six (6 ) 
tons per acre. 
Certification of seed insures 
purity and identity You know 
you are getting the variety and 
quality of alfalfa seed requested 
when the bag is sealed with a 
certified tag. 
A number of varieties have 
been tested by the University of 
Missouri. 
However, 
not 
all 
varieties have been available 
for testing. Of the ones tested, 
the following varieties have 
consistently been in the top yield 
bracket. 
Bernal, Buffalo, Cayuga, 


Cody, Dawson, Haymor, Kanza, 
Pride, Progress, Saranac, and 
Warrior 525 are résistent to 
bacterial wilt and should be 
given first consideration for long 
term stands. Several other good 
commercial varieties are also 
resistant to wilt. 
Seed 15 to 18 pounds of cer­ 
tified seed for pure stands in the 
last half of August or in early 
September. 
Plantings 
after 
September 15 will often winter 
kill and cause loss of stand. 
Spring seedlings will sometimes 
be successful, but chance of a 
good stand is lessened by in­ 
creased competition from weed 
growth. If alfalfa is seeded in the 
spring a herbicide program 
whould be planned. 
If the field has not grown 
alfelfe or sweet clover recently, 
inoculate your seed If you buy 
pre inocula ted seed check on the 
Method of application and 
expiration date to assure 
yourself of live bacteria. Use of 
a small gram nurse crop will 
reduce your chances of ob­ 
taining a good stand. When a 
nurse crop is used, lowered seed 
rates and early removal for hay 
Purchase agreements 


available for 1976 


Farmers who still have 1976- 
crop wheat that is not under 
government loan are eligible to 
sign a purchase agreement with 
Commodity Credit Corporation. 
A purchase agreement signed 
before Feb. 28, 1978, commits 
the government to buy the wheat 
next March at the county loan 
rate. The loan rate to Scott 
County for 1976-crop wheat is 
62.28 per bushel. 
Under 
the 
purchase 
agreement, the farmer must 
hold the grain himself until the 
March delivery date. The 
agreement can be signed any 
time up to the deadline with no 
obligation to the producer. The 
signing of the agreem ent

A firm, wfcll prepared seedbed 
is necessary. Plan early and 
then work the land as needed to 
destroy 
weeds 
and 
save 
moisture. A corrugated roller or 
cultipacker is expecially useful 
in seedbed preparation. A good 
test of a firm seedbed is where a 
tractor will leave no more than 
tread marks. For a good start 
use a starter fertilizer con­ 
taining 30 lbs. nitrogen, 60 lbs 
phosphate, and 20 lbs. potash +

Plant seed no more than one- 
half inch deep, with the soil 
firmed around them to prevent 
drying out of the germinating 
seedlings.

5. 
Plant a bacterial wilt 
resistant recommended variety. 


6 . Inoculate the seed. 
7. Use a starter fertilizer 
containing 30+60+20 plus 3 
pounds actual boron. 


8 . Plant 15 to 18 lbs. of seed one 
half inch deep per acre for pure 
stands. Drill seed or broadcast 
and cover with a corrugated 
roller.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
old formula called the farm 
parity ratio ia becoming a topic 
of concern among Carter ad­ 
ministration 
farm 
officials 
these days, just as it has for 
each administration from time 
to time since the 1990s. 
Last week, the Agriculture 
Department 
reported 
on 
a 
monthly listing of agricultural 
prices that the parity ratio on 
Aug. 15 dropped to 64 per cent 
from 65 on July 15. A year ago 
it was 71 per cent. 
According to USDA records, 
the mid-August reading was the 
lowest for the ratio since it was 
55 per cent in March 1933 in the 
depths of the nation’s worst 
economic depression. Further, 
it was the lowest last month 
since 
USDA 
began keeping 
records on the indicator. The 
second lowest was 58 per cent 
in December 1932, just before it 
plummeted to 55 the following 
March. 
The parity ratio roughly ex­ 
presses how farmers are faring 
in terms of purchasing power. 
Theoretically, if the ratio is at 
100 per cent farmers have the 
same purchasing power they 
had in 1910-14 when economists 
considered that farm prices 
and expenses were fairly well 
in balance. 
Many modem farm econo­ 
mists discount the parity stand­ 
ard as outmoded in terms of 
expressing true financial well­ 
being or buying power related 
to the 1910-14 base period. But 
on a shorter-term basis, the 
formula has its merits and is 
likely to have its s ivocates for 
years to come. 
In fact, some federal farm 
pro^till are linked to the parity 
formula, including price sup­ 
ports for milk, tobacco and 
some other commodities. 
Congress ordered the USDA 
in 1938 to publish regularly the 
parity ratio for farm com­ 
modities and the parity prices 
for each. Thus, each month the 
department announces the com­ 
posite parity ratio for the all­ 
commodity list and individual 
dollar 
figures showing 
how 
much a farmer would have had 
to get for crops and livestock to 
give him the same — 100 per 
cent — buying power his prede­ 
cessors had in 1910-14. 
For example, the actual aver­ 
age price farmers nationally 
received for wheat on Aug. 15 
was $2.20 a bushel, according to 
the USDA report. The full par­ 
ity price or 100 per cent was 
$5.03 a bushel. Thu.1 far 
actually received 40 per cent ot 
parity for their wheat. 
Department experts say the 
parity ratio is not an indicator 
of farm income but that it is 
sort of a batting average in­ 
volving prices, expenses and 
other factors It is interesting 
to note, that in recent years 
when farm income was up the 
parity ratio also was relatively 
high. Conversely, when the ra­ 
tio is down, as it is now, farm 
income sags. 
In 1973, farmers’ net income 
soared to a record of $29.9 bil­ 
lion from $17.8 billion in 1972. 
The average for the parity ra­ 
tio over all of 1973 was 91 per 
cent, the highest since it was 92 
per cent in 1953 during the in­ 
flation rise of the Korean war. 
The last time it averaged 100 
per cent was in 1952. 
But in 1974, net farm income 
began dropping and that year 
totaled $27.8 billion. The parity 
ratio was 86 per cent. Net in­ 
come dropped further to $22.7 
billion in 1975 and the ratio was 
76 per cent. 


Last 
USDA, 
year, 
according 
to 
farm income dropped 
further to $21.9 billion and die 
parity ratio averaged 71 per 
cent. This year’s net farm in­ 
come is currently projected at 
$19.3 billion, the lowest since 
1972, and the ratio also will be 
down further. 
Thu^, although the correla­ 
tion is not exact, the parity ra­ 
tio does express from year to 
year a shorthand figure which 
some people still believe is a 
valid way of quickly telling how 
farmers are doing. WASHING­ 
TON (AP) — Led by a largo* 
U.S. crop, world cotton produc­ 
tion is expected to climb to 
about 64.7 million bales in 1977- 
78 from 58.2 million last season, 
according to the International 
Cotton Advisory Committee. 
The U.S. crop, estimated at 
13.5 million bales, is up 28 per 
cent from1976 output of 10.7 
million bales.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Carter has decided to re­ 
quire fanners to reduce their 
1978 wheat plantings to cut 
back on the wheat supply and 
thereby bolster farm prices for 
wheat. 
But the program is still tenta­ 
tive and many of the details on 
how farmers will be asked per- 
forp' are undecided or unclear. 
Here are some questions and 
answers about the 1978 wheat 
program based on information 
• by the Agriculture De­ 
partment: 
Q. Is the decision to cut 
wheat acreage next year final? 
A. Technically, no. Authority 
is included in new farm legisla­ 
tion still awaiting final action 
by Congress and Carter. But 
the administration says the 
plan, as announced Monday, is 
expected to be carried out. 
Q. What is the specific re­ 
quirement and goal of the pro­ 
gram? 
A. Farmers will be asked to 
set aside cropland equal to 20 
per cent ofthe amount of acres 
they intend to have in wheat 
for harvest in 1978. The aim is 
to reduce 1978 wheat plantings 
to 63.5 million acres from 74.5 
million acres in 1977. 
Q. Why reduce wheat output? 
By how many bushels would 
this reduce next year’s crop? 
A. Surpluses are the largest 
in 14 years, farm prices are 
down and the situation would 
worsen if production isn’t re­ 
duced. Officials say the wheat 
output might reduced by 220 
million to 250 million bushels 
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next year and thus slow down 
the surplus growth and help 
stabilize 
or 
improve 
farm 
prices. 
Q. How would the acreage 
plan work, and are there loop­ 
holes for farmers? 
A. Each farm would have a 
“normal crop acreage base” 
established according to how 
many 
acres of “designated 
crops” it produced in 1977. For 
1978 a farmer could not exceed 
his crop acreage base, 
in­ 
cluding his wheat set-aside. 
Q. For example? 
A. Suppose a farmer had 200 
acres in crops this year, in­ 
cluding 100 acres of wheat and 
100 acres of corn. This would 
be his normal crop acreage 
base. If he intends to have 80 
acres of wheat for 1978, for ex­ 
ample, he would have to set 
aside land equal to 20 per cent 
of the 80 acres he will plant to 
wheat. That means he would 
set-aside 16 acres. 
So he would have 100 acres 
left for other crops. There may 
be a similar program for corn 
and other feed grains but this 
has not been decided. As it 
stands now the farmer may 
plant the remaining 100 acres 
in his base to corn or some oth­ 
er crop. 
Q: What if he wants to plant 
more than 80 acres of wheat, 
maybe 100 or more? 
A. He may do so but then 
must 
increase his set-aside 
acreage to take more land from 
total 
production. 
Using 
the 
same example, the fanner with 
a 200-acre normal crop acreage 
base could plant about 167 
acres of wheat for 1978. 
Q. But doesn’t the program 
flatly require less wheat? 
A. Not really. It does require 
farmers to take part of their 
land from crop production, but 
of the remaining land they 
would have flexibility to plant 
what they choose, within cer­ 
tain limits and other provisions 
Q. What are those? 
A. Back to the 200-acre nor­ 
mal acreage base example. If 
the farmer chooses to increase 
1978 wheat plantings to the 
maximum, he could have about 
167 acres of wheat. The set- 
aside requirement will be 20 
per cent of that — 33 acres tak­ 
en from crop production in 1978

But 
they would not be allowed to 
harvest any grain from it Pre­ 
sumably, they would be per­ 
mitted to plant winter wheat on 
it this fall to protect the land 
during the winter, but they 
would have to plow under the 
wheat next spring before it 
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could mature into grain. 
Q. Would they be allowed to 
graze cattle and other livestock 
on the cover crop planted on 
the idled land? 
A. 
No decision has been 
made, but USDA will have the 
authority to permit grazing if 
conditions warrant. 
Q. Many farmers in the drier 
areas of the Great Plains nor­ 
mally “summer fallow” part of 
their land, giving it a rest and 
allowing soil moisture reserves 
to rebuild. Would summer fal­ 
low land be eligible to be set 
aside from production? 
A. No. Summer fallow land 
would not qualify. 
Q. When will details be ready 
for farmers at local USDA of­ 
fices? 
A. This is uncertain. But offi­ 
cials say basic information — 
contingent upon final approval 
of the farm bill — is being ftin- 
neled to state offices of the Ag­ 
ricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service.

“We never leave but what we 
take the bike with us,” Lester 
McCall said. He and his wife go 
to Florida every winter, and 
their motorcycle is just one 
more piece of baggage. Last 
year they hauled the bike about 
10,000 miles. 
“The secret of old age is to 
keep on biking and working,” 
he said. 
The same thought is ex­ 
pressed on the bumper sticker

Mistrial ruled 
in St. Louis 
murder case 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A mis­ 
trial has been declared in the 
case of a 36-year-old St. Louis 
man charged with killing his 
wife. 
The second-degree murder 
trial of Jean Barry was stopped 
Wednesday by St. Louis Circuit 
Court Judge Lackland Bloom, 
who declared a mistrial be­ 
cause of a story in the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
The story said Barry also has 
been charged with second-de­ 
gree murder in the death of his 
second wife, Elizabeth, whom 
he married after the death of 
his, first wife, Diane. 
Bloom said he declared the 
mistrial because the material 
in the story was prejudicial to 
Barry’s rights to a fair trial. 
Barry was on trial only on 
the charge that he killed Diane, 
and evidence or information 
concerning the death of his sec­ 
ond wife would not have been 
admissible. 
No date has been set for a 
new trial. 


1978 harvest and in some areas 
have made a good start in sow­ 
ing the crop, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
During the week of Aug. 22- 
28, the department said Tues­ 
day in a weekly weather re­ 
port, Texas farmers had plant­ 
ed about 2 per cent of their 
winter wheat and Oklahoma 
producers were sowing fields in 
the Panhandle. 
In 
South 
Dakota, 
winter 
wheat planting was ahead of a 
year ago with 5 per cent of the 
acreage sown against 2 per 
cent a year ago, the report 
said. But in Minnesota dry soils 
were holding up further wheat 
planting. 
The administration on Mon­ 
day announced plans to require 
farmers to curb 1978 wheat 
plantings to qualify for federal 
price supports and other bene­ 
fits on the crop. 
Meanwhile, 
USDA officials 
are working on details of the 
plan aimed at reducing 1978 
wheat plantings by 20 per cent 
to help offset further massive 
buildups in grain surpluses. 
But full details of the plan 
probably will have to wait until 
Congress takes final action on 
new farm legislation, which in­ 
cludes authority for the USDA 
to implement the 1978 wheat 
set-aside program. 
The weekly report said that 
the corn crop “continued devel­ 
oping rapidly” in the last week 
and that more rain and near 
normal temperatures helped in 
tfie Midwest Corn Belt. The 
harvest 
extended 
throughout 
the South and into Missouri and 
eastward intoMirginia, officials 
said. 
Soybeans were rated “fair to 
good” in mast areas and “ex­ 
cellent” in Kansas, the report 
said. The cotton crop was said 
to be in “fair to good” shape in 
most areas although prospects 
were less in some southeast At­ 
lantic coast states.

World sugar production is con­ 
tinuing to grow and will add 
further to the global stockpile 
in the coming year. 
The Agricultural Department 
said Tuesday that world pro­ 
duction of raw sugar is ex­ 
pected to be around 89 million 
metric tons in 1977-78, up from 
86.6 million tons last year. 
Officials said that depending 
on the weather the crop could 
range between 87 to 91 million 
tons. A metric tone is 2,205 
pounds. 
The 
department’s 
Outlook 
and Situation Board said that 
the sugar output would exceed 
anticipated world consumption 


of about 85 million tons, in­ 
dicating a further buildup in 
the 
world 
sugar 
stockpile. 
“While 
prices 
strenghlened 
slight!' 
in July and August, 
both world and U.S. 
sugar 
prices have been below produc­ 
tion costs reported fo 
many 
countries reported for several 
months,” 
the 
report 
said. 
With an expected big crop, 
officiate said that “world sugar 
prices would continue under 
pressure” in the coming year. 
House and Senate conferees 
have agreed in principle on a 
farm bill which includes a new 
price support program for do­ 
mestic sugar producers. The 
measure calls for a floor price 
of not less than 13.5 cents per 
pond of raw sugar, considered 
the break-even level for many 
sugar-growers. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
year’s cranberry crop is ex­ 
pected to be down from 1976, 
when bumper yields were har­ 
vested. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Tuesday that cranberry 
production is initially forecast 
at almost 2.2 million barrels, 
down 10 per cent from more 
than 2.4 million last year but 5 
per cent above the 1975 harvest 
of less than 2.1 million barrels.

No Postal Card Voting 
Americans are against a proposal that would allow 
citizens to vote by postcard. So is the Appeal. 
It would lead to untold fraudulent voting and result in 
some of the largest voting scandals the world has ever 
known.

All this is too vague, too far in 
the future to have much present

It is a straightforw ard 
definition of a new contractural 
relationship, to be m easured on 
its m erits. 
But the fact is, sixty years 
ago, this country would have 
responded to hints of riot and 
sabotage not with negotiations. 
Gen. Torrijos would have been 
fortunate to m ake it to the 
foothills or the jungle before his 
successor was wswom in-w ith a 
U S M arine holding the Bible 
Let us be honest with our­ 
selves 
and

are giving up the canla because 
the U.S. leadership no longer 
has the vision, dynamism and 
will to ask the Am erican people

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PRESSURE GROUPS ON TV

WASHINGTON - Tv Guide 
had an article a few weeks ago 
which contained an interview 
with five television producers on 
the question of TV violence. The 
producers were upset because 
pressure groups such as the 
Parents Teachers Assn. and the 
American Medical Assn. were 
leaning on the TV networks to 
cut out violence in their shows. 
The networks and advertisers, 
the TV producers said, were 
caving in to the pressure. The 
producers considered this a 
form of censorship and said no 
one should be able to dictate how 
much violence there should be 
on television. 
My friend Joanie Conway who 
reads TV Guide said to me: 
“Do I look like a pressure 
group?” 
I looked her over. “I don’t 
think so.” 
“Well, I read this article 
which said that people like 
myself were ruimng television 
because we were complaining to 
the networks about the violence 
they were showing in what they 
like to call their 
‘action 
movied.’” 
“You mean they didn’t want 
you to write in to show your 
displeasure?” 
“I think so. They said the 
pressure groups were deciding 
what people could see or not see 
because die networks hate to get 
mail. Now my question is, if I 
don’t like violence to get mail. 
Now my question is, if I don’t 
like violence on television how 
do I get my opinion over if I 
don’t write to protest?” 
“That is a toughie,” I ad­ 
mitted. “If you write, you’re 
putting pressure on the net­ 
works. If you don’t write, you’ll 
keep getting violent shows. I 
would say you are within your 
rights to write. ” 
“But the producers claim the 
people who write in are ruining 
TV for the public. Aren’t I the 
public too?” 
‘‘I should think so,” I said. “I 
suppose the producers were 
saying the mass audience likes 
vfpience on television, but the 
minority of the people who write 
letters to the networks don’t. But 
minoritv 
opinion 
prevails 


because the networks hate to get 
any mail criticizing their 
programming.” 
“How do they know the mass 
of the people like it?” 
“Because of the audience 
ratings. The violent shows have 
high ratings.” 
“I think people will watch 
anything on television. ” 
“What do you have against 
violence on television? ” 
“People keep getting killed or 
knifed or beaten up; cars keep 
crashing into each other, and the 
impression you get is that the 
country is full of psychos. The 
police aren’t that idee, either. 
They’re always 
beating up 
anyone who won’t tell them what 
they want to know.” 
“The producers claim they 
aren’t showing violence for the 
sake of violence. They have to 
have the violence so they’ll have 
action. The TV viewer like shis 
action.” 
“Well, 1 don’t like it and I 
think it’s bad for kids to see it. 
They show them how to rob 
stores, make bombs and blow up 
safes. That’s not my idea of 
showbiz.” 
“But it does raise a problem. 
Killing on television is as 
American as apple pie. I’m not 
sure TV could survive without 
it.” 
“That’s what the producers 
said in TV Guide,” Joanie told 
me. “They said if they can’t 
have violence in their shows 
there would be no conflict, and 
the American public would be 
cheated out of good television. ” 
“They may have a point,” I 
said. “Murder, rape, arson and 
dope peddling does have a lot of 
conflict in it.” 
“But how much of it do we 
have to take? The producers 
claim they make these shows 
because the public wants them. 
Well, I’m the public and I don’t 
want them, and so when I write 
in they say I am a pressure 
group. If I liked them what 
would that make me?” 
“A pro-violence consumer, I 
guess.” 
Joanie said, “I’d rather be a 
pressure group.” 
“Go ahead if you want to, but 
if they can’t beat up and murder 
people on TV any more, it’s 
going to be on your eooadence. ”

By promising to allow limited 
elections in the far-off future, 
Chili’s military junta is tran­ 
sparently attempting to blunt 
foreign criticism of its dic­ 
tatorial rule without having to 
do anything in the hear-and-now 
to begin the restoration of 
Chilean democracy. 
The ploy will fool no one. Kit, 
taken together with an apparent 
trailing off of human rights 
violations, 
the

that outside pressures, including 
President Carter’s human rights 
campaign, are having an effect. 
President Auguste Pinochet, 
the army general who beads the 
four-man 
junta, 
announced 
plans for a slow return to 
civilian rule in a speech. He said 
the present stage of absolute 
military rule will give away in 
1980 
to 
a 
transistional 
arrangement involving the 
creation 
of 
a 
legislative 
chamber appointed by the junta. 
By 1984 or 1986, two thirds of this 
body will be ele cted, and the 
legislative chamber will select a 
civilian presklent. 
All this is too vague, too far in 
the future to have much present 
significance. But it is part of an 
interesting trend in South 
America suggesting that the tide 


may be turning back toward 
civilian rule. 
Hie military leaders of Peru 
and Ecuador have announced 
plans to call elections and 
restore civilian rule by 1980. 
Gen. Jorge Videla, the military 
president of Argentina, has been 
showing greater courage and 
determination lately in dealing 
with right wing generals who 
oppoee 
elective 
government 
almost as much as they oppose 
left wing terrorists. Although 
elections are presumably a long 
way off, Videla is believed to be 
preparing the way for an early 
“dialogue” with civilian sectors. 
In Chili, Pinochet’s an­ 
nouncem ent 
probably 
represents , at this stage, 
nothing more than a coemetic 
gesture. 
His 
fundamental 
contempt for democracy 
has 
been made all too plain. 
But outside pressures, in­ 
cluding 
the 
Carter 
Administration’s 
deferral 
of 
economic aid and a general

The junta claims that all 
pli.litical prisoners have now 
been released-a claim that will 
remain in dispute until the Cite 
of some 1400 “missing” persons 
can be determined.

Thing As ‘Cheap’ 
Japanese Labor

- I welcome this 
opportunity to respond to the 
frequently voiced allegation that 
the highly competitive poaition 
which Japanese- mode products 
have hold in world markets is 
largely a result of Japan’s 
“chssp” labor fores. Contrary 
to that assumotion, even official 
U.S. Labor statistics record the 
fact that, in dollar amounts or 
real wages, Japanese Mlaries 
have not only risen mors 
sharply but ars higher than 
those paid in most of the world’s 
developed countries. 
According to the International 
Economic 
Report 
of 
the 
President of the United States 
prepared 
by 
the Executive 
Office in January 1977, the index 
of average hourly earnings of 
wage workers in manufacturing 
in the United States rose from a 
base of 100.0 in 1967 to 193.5 in 
1976. By comparison, this report 
showed that the average hourly 
earnings for Japanese wage 
workers in manufacturing had 
risen from the base of 100.0 to 
531.6 over the same 1967-76 
period. 
Further, in regard to wages 
paid to workers in major in­ 
dustrialized countries, earnings 
per hour of Japanese workers 
were equivalent to or higher 
than those of the United 
Kingdom, France and Italy 
addition t 
competition that exists in the 
Japanese

dustrial sector, other important 
factors have contributed to 
Japan’s competitive poaition in 
the international marketplace -- 
none of which has anything to do 
with alleged “cheap” labor 
practices. 
The productivity of Japanese 
workers has significantly out­ 
paced that of workers in the 
other principal industrialized 
countries. For example, in the 
same report of the President, 
indexes of output per hour in

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — My beautiful oak dining table that is 
now finished in an antique white lacquer has yellowed 
from the wax I have used on it. So far nothing I have 
tried has worked so I hope you or some reader can help 
me "get the yellow out.” — MRS. W R Y. 
DEAR MRS. W.R.Y. — I presume from your letter 
that this is a table you have had lacquered and that the 
antique white refers to the color and not to an antiqued 
finish. Are you renlly sure the table is lacquered and not 
pointed with just a glossy paint? I think your wisest 
course to follow is to speak with the person who refinish­ 
ed the table. If a wax buildup is causing the trouble you 
will have to remove the old wax. On most finishes liquid 
wax can be applied generously and wiped off while still 
wet to remove the wax. TEST FIRST. Wiping with a soft 
dean cloth for daily cleaning and using a damp cloth to 
remove spots should keep a lacquefed table dean, since 
it has a shine already. Often the word "lacquered” is 
used rather loosely when speaking of painted furniture.

David Brinkley, 
co-anchorman of “NBC Nightly 
News,” will be the chief 
correspondent. In preparing the 
program, they will visit several 
European countries, including 
France, Italy and Spain. 
This will be Kissinger s first 
venture into the documentary 
field. He entered into a long­ 


term 
agreement with the 
National 
Broadcasting Com­ 
pany last July to serve as 
special consultant far world 
affairs and to appear in at least 
one major news documentary 
each year. 
Stuart Schulberg, executive 
producer of the program, said it
